their mother provides for them. In a matter of a few weeks, 
additions to their diet can be made. Weaning should be a 
gradual process. Make sure that the pups are getting enough 
other food before separating them from the mother dog. 

Puppies’ needs for good health are few, but these few must 
not be forgotten. Distemper and hepatitus, once common dog 
diseases, now can be controlled by inoculation. Just after 
weaning is not too soon for this. In areas of the country where 
rabies is widespread, it is advisable (sometimes required by 
law) to inoculate for this disease also. 

Worming is another problem to be checked. Have a veteri- 
narian examine your dog for worms, and if any of the five 
possible types is present, treatment should begin immediate- 
ly. Handling the problem this way is often no more expensive 
and much safer than giving the treatment yourself. 

Housebreaking is a part of a puppy’s training that should 
start as soon as he is separated from the litter. Have him al- 
ways use the same place and anticipate his needs by setting 
up a regular schedule (first thing in the morning, after every 
meal, and last thing before bed). 

Puppies love cleanliness. Keep a constant eye out for fleas 
and lice. A good brushing is the best way to keep your dog 
clean. Bathe sparingly, especially young puppies. 

As soon as you start to housebreak your dog, teach him 
other good habits. Probably most important is the meaning of 
the word ‘“‘no.”’ When he understands what “‘no”’ means, 
you can begin to control almost any action. 

Such bad habits as chewing things, jumping on people, 
chasing cars, excessive barking, and giving deliverymen a 
run for it should, and can easily, be checked in the very be- 
ginning, by using ‘‘no:’’ Just remember whenever you use the 
word, always mean it, and enforce it.

= ADD variety to your photograph album, 
take a sequence of pictures telling a story, rather 
than single, random snapshots. 

Here are suggestions for getting relaxed shots 
of your youngster. Use whatever equipment you 
have—a simple flash camera, for instance, with 
standard, black-and-white or color film. 


Pick an activity for your youngster that will 
absorb her attention so completely she won’t pay 
any attention to the camera, the flush, or you. 


Show your youngster how to do a new activity, 
then leave her on her own — even though she may 
not be following your instructions exactly. 
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If your camera’s lens can be opened to at least 
f/3.5, you may want to work without extra light, 
using the new, high speed color or black-and- 
white films with available light only. 

In a brighter-than-average room, high speed 
black-and-white film in even an ordinary box 
camera gives fair results with available light. 


Don’t be afraid to shoot more pictures than 
the story requires. A professional photographer 
always does, so he’ll have a good selection. 


No need to be too realistic. Of course, Mother 
lighted the oven and put in the sheet of cookies.

a button 


(and make it stay) 


“THAT BUTTON! Why does it keep popping 
off?’ Probably you sewed it too tightly to the gar- 
ment, not allowing room for the buttonhole. 


Select needle and thread suit- 
able to the fabric weight and 
color. Mercerized cotton thread, 
number 60 or 70, and a “sharp” 
needle are most often used. 

For heavy coats and jackets, 
you may prefer to use the extra- 
strong buttonhole twist. 


Next, thread your needle with a 
doubled strand about 2 feet long; 
do not make a knot. 

Timesaver: two or three tacks 
of a doubled thread give the nec- 
essary hold in the fabric. 


To place button, lap garment; 
pass needle through buttonhole 
and fabric beneath— about an 
lg inch from buttonhole at end 
near fabric edge. 

Push the needle and threads 
through; take a stitch or two in 
material to fasten threads. 


Push the needle from fabric’s 
wrong side, up through one hole 
in button, then back through the 
other hole and cloth beneath. 
Put a pin under the 4 threads 
on top of the button. The pin 
will help keep the button from 
being sewed too close to fabric. 


Make 2 or 3 more turns through 
the holes. Push needle up, be- 
tween button and fabric. Take 
pin out, pull button up, and 
smooth threads across top. 
Wind thread 2 or 3 times about 
the neck of threads, forming a 
shank. Make a couple of finish- 
ing stitches— and you’re done!

Coat-hanger mobile is impressive and inexpensive. First, form 
the hooks of hangers into circles. Then, bend the bottom wire 
into an M, making each M smaller and shallower, until final 
one is almost flat. Attach hangers in a graduated series. 

Add ornaments of varied colors and sizes. Gild coat hangers 
for a particularly festive touch. Add or subtract hangers to 
change length, fill any decorative need.

To make the wall panel, cover 14-inch plywood with material, al- 
lowing three inch turnover on all sides. Mount cards, using double 
backed tape and decorative pins.

Decorate the fireplace wall with a large and small sunburst made 
with different colored muffin cups, For foundation use ‘a sturdy 
frame of cardboard. Cut disk; then attach 6 or 12 arms to back. 
Make the muffin-cup crowns by cutting the sides into eight sec- 
tions. Insert the cups so that the points alternate in color. Glue 
or staple to frame. Finish centers with red and gold gummed seals,

Decorate these ingenious ornaments with such left- 
over oddments as brass curtain rings, glitter, braid, 
beads, and gold-foil stripes.

2 Fantasy tree for wall or door decoration is made 
from a supply of last year’s gift boxes. Paint out- 
sides of boxes black, the insides bright colors.

The walnut table top was attached to 
ready-made, metal legs. Ruth covered the 
bench and made the toss pillows. The lamp 
table is a tray placed on a brass tripod. 

The dining room is often the scene of 
family projects. Here, Chris and Scott are 
making table mats. They use tape needles 
to weave bright cords ahd narrow ribbons 
in leftover pieces of matchstick bamboo. 


This walnut bench is one of the Greenes’ 
prize ideas. Two 4x8-inch sheets of %-inch 
plywood rest on pedestals of brick —same 
brick as fireplace wall. This shelf-bench 
substitutes for a traditional mantel. 

The origins of the pieces composing the 
handsome wall decoration may surprise you: 
the picture is a framed print, and the 
fruit-and-flower wood carvings were rescued 
from a house that was being torn down. 

The boys prepare for treats: toasted 
marshmallows—and visions of Christmas! 
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The diamond pattern on the bedroom wall serves as a handsome 

headboard. First, John applied masking tape to the wall 

in tall diamond shapes, then he painted inside the tape outlines. 

The green diamonds were painted first, then the white ones. 
The matching green bedspread is felt, which required no 

hemming at all. It doesn’t wrinkle, and stays neatly in place, 


Ingenuity furnished the TV room: Chris 
and Scott helped their father cover the 
wall with parquet flooring—a striking 
and unusual wall treatment. 

Ruth sewed the cafe curtains from 
white sheeting. She hung a decorative 
chain at the middle of the long curtain 
rod to prevent its sagging. 

Couch is a slip-covered mattress on a 
slab door, which stands on ready-made 
legs. An old table was painted white, 
then decorated with a sunburst design.

THE THOUGHT STILL HAUNTS ME- 





I might have been one 
in that Russian crowd!

T 
HERE but for the grace of God, go I. This was the 
realization that swept over me time and time again while I| 
was in Moscow this past summer working at the American 
National Exhibition. Instead of working as an American, 
demonstrating a most unusual American kitchen of the fu- 
ture, | might have been one of those Russians who daily 
crowded the viewing ramp—curiously asking those “‘Rus- 
sian”’ questions. ‘Do American women work?” ‘How much 
do you earn?” “‘How much is a pound of butter?” “*Do you 
have color TV in America?” “Do you own a car?” ‘‘What 
does a pack of cigarettes cost?” 

Yes, I might have been a Russian asking those same ques- 
tions about the American way of life. You see, my parents 


were born in Russia. They came to the United States to find 








a better life—or more accurately, to live. When my dad came 
here in 1912, living conditions in the Soviet Union were unbe- 
lievably bad—food and money were very scarce. In fact, 
bread was sometimes a luxury! My dad, like many other Rus- 
sian young men, came to the United States or Canada to earn 
money to support families left in Russia. Many of these ad- 
venturous men would make the voyage several times—work 
here a few years and then return to their families with their 
earnings. Some hoped to stay on in America, sending for 
family when they could. Through chance, my father was 
permitted to remain here. Some of my relatives, however, 
were not as fortunate. Because of tightened immigration 
laws, they had to return. So you see, I consider myself very 
lucky to have been born an American. The special aware- 
ness of being an American—in Russia—first hit me when 
our plane landed at the Moscow airport. We were no sooner 
down, when a Russian army officer [ Turn to page 94 
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These were the curious Russian faces I saw as I demonstrated the Mir- 
acle Kitchen of the future with its electronic and animated equipment. 
My American clothes, shoes were as carefully scrutinized as the kitchen. 

Our viewing ramp was packed solid from 11 a.m. till closing at 9 p.m. 
An estimated 70,000 people came to the Exhibition daily. Total at end 
of six weeks — over 2!4 million. One of my most nerve-shattering expe- 
riences: when Vice-president Nixon and Premier Khrushchev stopped 
for a preview demonstration. How critical an audience can you get?

Questions reveal how little the 


Russians are allowed to know about us 


—and how much they want to know! 


When not on duty demonstrating, one of my 
four assistants or I would stand on the viewing 
ramp and mingle with the Russian audience 
mainly to answer questions. Generally, we found 
the Russian people to be friendly, warm, generous, 
and intensely curious. Every now and then, how- 
ever, we'd run up against agitator “‘plants’’ who 
would ask endless, trying questions—sometimes 
without waiting for an answer before spouting the 
next question. It was wonderful to see, though, how 
the other Russians, annoyed and embarrassed by 
the harassment, would deal with the agitator. En 
masse they would quietly and “democratically” 
edge the agitator out of the picture, apologizing 
with, ‘Ignore that fool!”’ 

Most often, the Russians asked personal ques- 
tions and those regarding the American way of life. 
It surprised me how little they know about us. 


>» Why are so many millions of people out of work? 


> Do American women work? Are these unmar- 
ried? I thought married women just sat home! 


>» What do you do? How much do you earn? Are 
you married? What does your husband do? 


> Now tell us truthfully, do you live in a home as 
nice as the model home shown here? Yours is bet- 
ter! How? How many rooms do you have? Who 
lives with you? Just you and your husband? Why 
don’t your parents live with you? Why don’t you 
have any children? 


> Do you own a car? How much did it cost? How 
much was your home? How could you afford both 
on your salary? How does a mortgage work? If you 
lose your job, who gets your home and car? How 
can you be sure you'll find another job when so 
many are jobless? 


> In the bedroom of the model apartment, there are 
four or five pairs of ladies’ shoes. Really now, you 
don’t own that many, do you? You brought six pairs 
to Moscow! Didn’t you leave any at home? How 
many? 


>» Why won't your government let the average 
Soviet citizen visit the United States? 


> Who can get a university education in the 
United States? How much does it cost? Then how 
can a student from a poor family or one without 
parents get a higher education? Don’t students get 
stipends? How many scholarships are there? Who 
gets them? Who gives them? 


> How much does the average factory worker earn? 
lf workers get such good money, why do they strike? 


>» Why are rent and food so high in America? Is 
food scarce? Then why are you American women 
so thin?

Beat 
vigorously till fluffy (about 5 min- 
utes at medium speed on electric 
mixer). Mixture will be soft. Form 
in 1-inch balls (for easier shaping, 
wet hands when necessary). Brown 
lightly in 2 tablespoons butter, 
shaking skillet to keep balls round. 
(Don’t try to brown too many at a 
time.) Remove meat balls. Stir 
flour into drippings in skillet; add 
34 cup half-and-half, the coffee, 
meat extract, and monosodium 
glutamate; heat and stir until 
gravy thickens. Return meat balls 
to gravy and let simmer uncovered 
about 10 minutes or till done. Add 
more half-and-half if needed. 
Makes 5 dozen 1-inch balls. 


Yule Brown Beans (Bruna Bonor) 


Flavor is -and good! Be 
sure to use real Swedish brown beans— 
traditional partner for Swedish meat 
balls— 

2 cups Swedish brown beans

1 stick cinnamon (3 inches)

Wash beans; drain. Add water; 
cover and let stand overnight. (Or 
bring water and beans slowly to 
boiling; reduce heat and simmer 
2 minutes; cover, and let stand 1 
hour.)

Decorated Chilled Ham 

A triangle of bread, covered with salad 
greens, makes the backdrop. Glamour

Place a chilled canned ham on 
large platter. For cucumber-slice 
trim, run tines of a fork down an 
unpared cucumber, notching the 
skin all around. Cut cucumber 
in 44-inch slices, then cut slices in 
half. Stand these half-circles on 
edge, overlapping them, to make 2 
parallel rows along top of ham at 
side edges—see picture on page 61. 
Center with a bundle of 3 or 4 
chilled canned asparagus spears; 
“tie” with strip of pimiento. Wrap 
an asparagus spear in a thin ham 
slice and stand it on end to re- 
semble a candle at center of one 
side of ham; toothpick in place. 
Repeat same decoration on other 
side. 

For the dramatic backdrop, 
stand a big wedge of bread (about 
1 of an unsliced loaf) on its small- 
est side with the long slope toward 
one end of the ham. Completely 
cover bread with lettuce and curly 
endive, tacking with toothpicks; 
dot with radish roses (also held by 
toothpicks). Nestle a bright red 
apple between greenery and ham. 
Garnish platter with lettuce or in- 
dividual salads as shown.

Confectioners’ sugar 
Combine the eggs, sugar, and salt. 
Beat well. Add the flour, milk, and 
vanilla. Beat until smooth. Heat 
rosette iron in deep, hot fat (375°) 
2 minutes. Drain excess fat from 
iron; dip into batter to 4 inch 
from top of iron, then immediately 
into hot fat (375°). Fry rosette un- 
til golden brown, about 4 minute. 
Lift out; tip upside down to drain. 
With fork push rosette off iron onto 
cake rack placed over paper towels. 
Reheat iron 1 minute before mak- 
ing next rosette. Sprinkle rosettes 
with confectioners’ sugar. Makes 
about 51% dozen. 


Bowkneots (/ai/igmann) 


Tender cookies, light as feathers. Your 
deep-fal fryer does the cooking— 

6 ‘egg yolks 

14 cup sugar 

1 tablespoon melted butter or 

margarine 

1g cup heavy cream, whipped 

1 teaspoon ground cardamom 

2 cups sifted enriched flour 

V4 teaspoon salt 
Beat the egg yolks until thick and 
lemon-colored; gradually beat in 
sugar. Gently stir in butter. Fold 
in whipped cream and cardamom 
Sift together flour and salt; gradu- 
ally fold into yolk mixture just 
enough to make soft dough. Chill 
well. Divide dough in half. On 
lightly floured surface, roll each 
piece to 1g inch. Cut in 3x%4-inch 


strips.* Cut a slit lengthwise in 
center of each and pull one end 
through. Fry a few at a time in 
deep, hot fat (375°) about 1 to 1!4 
minutes, or till a very light golden 
brown. Drain on paper towels. 
While warm, sift a little conftc- 
tioners’ sugar over. Makes aboui 5 
dozen. 

*For Bowknots with points at 
ends, cut dough in long strips, 2 
inches wide, then slash diagonally 
at 3-inch lengths to make dia- 
monds, Cut slit in center as above. 


Cooky Tarts (Sandhakelser) 


Also called sand tarts. Eat them plain 
or fill with jam or whipped cream 

1 cup butter or margarine 

1 cup sugar 

1 egg 

1 teaspoon almond extract 

3 cups sifted enriched flour 
Thoroughly cream butter and 
sugar; add egg and beat well. Add 
almond extract. Stir in flour. Pinch 
off a small ball of dough and place 
in center of sandbakelse mold*; 
with thumb, press dough evenly 
and as thinly as possible over bot- 
tom and sides. Place molds on 
cooky sheet. Bake in’ moderate 
oven (350°) about 12 minutes or 
till lightly browned. Cool. To re- 
move: Invert molds and tap light- 
ly. (Clean molds with dry cloth 
only.) Makes about 5 dozen. 

*They look like tiny fluted tart 
pans. If you don’t have these 
Swedish molds, you can use the 
very tiny foilware pans (but cookies 
won’t have fluted edge).

Learn about low-cost public lands where your family can have a 


vacation home next summer—if you explore these possibilities now. 


Ee the vast open areas of our west- 
ern states there is plenty of land 
for -everyone—if you know where 
to look. Public campgrounds are 
often crowded, and the purchase 
of private land for a family vaca- 
tion spot is often too expensive to 
be a practical alternative. But, in 
many cases a place of your own, 
on public lands, can be purchased, 
leased, or rented within a short dis- 
tance of those crowded campsites. 
Over 100,000 American and 
Canadian families have already 
built on public land sites. Many 
times that number of sites are wait- 
ing to be taken, at prices that start 
as low as $100, and on leases as in- 
expensive as $10 a year. In most 
cases you must make certain im- 
provements on the property within 
the first few years, but if you do it 
yourself, your labor counts in the 
evaluation of improvements. 
Factors such as location, facil- 
ities for access, and the laws gov- 
erning procurement and improve- 
ment will vary greatly according 
to the controlling agency. Three 


federal agencies and five Canadian 
Provinces offer sites, and each op- 
erates under its own rules. Listed 
here are the homesite and camp- 
site opportunities offered by those 
agencies and the sources for further 
information. 

The Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment is authorized to sell or lease 
plots for homesites. The land is,ap- 
praised and sold at fair market 
prices, which in many cases is un- 
der $100. 

For further information, write 
The Bureau of Land Management, 
Department of the Interior, Wash- 
ington 25, D.C. Ask for the outline 
of procedure’ entitled “Small 
Tracts.” 

The United States Forest Serv- 
ice rents summer 
about a half-acre each at fees rang- 
ing from $25 per year. The sites 
are in groups of 5 to 30, well spaced 
but not isolated. Certain reason- 
able regulations must be con- 
formed with, such as not keeping 
livestock, and having building 
plans approved.

Application must be made to 
the supervisor of the individual 
forest, but for information write 
the United States Forest Service, 
Department of Agriculture, Wash- 
ington 25, D.C., and request the 
leaflet ‘Forest Service Summer 
Home Policy” and the list of field 
offices.

For 
glazed cookies 


Brush cooled cookies with thin 
Confectioners’ Icing—it should be 
runny, rather than of the usual 
spreading consistency. A_ pastry 
brush makes good tool for the job. 

Hold cooky in your hand to glaze 
it; or work with them on wire rack. 
Let glazed cookies dry on rack. If 
icing has dripped at edges, trim 
droplets with sharp knife. 


To decorate 
with frosting 


Ornamental Frosting is best for 
pastry-tube decorations if you plan 
to keep the cookies more than 2 or 
3 days. If you use Confectioners’ 
Icing, make it stiff enough to hold 
its shape when put through tube. 

Use a plain tube with fine open- 
ing to pipe wavy lines or frosting 
borders, as around the bird cooky. 
No pastry tube? A paper cone will 
do the trick—the drawings on page 
93 show how to fold the paper. 

For the frosting rosettes shown 
on star cooky at top right in photo- 
graph, you'll need a star tube. For 
frosting ribbon effect as on large 
cooky with green wreath piped on 
(lower right), use a leaf tube. 

Toothpick can dab on frosting 
buttons—see collars of reindeer. 


To attach candies 


If cookies are glazed, let dry. To 
hold silver decorettes in place (the 
polka dots on tree ball, swags on 
the small unfrosted tree), put drop 
of light corn syrup on cooky every- 
where you want a candy—use a 
toothpick. Pick up and place candy 
with tweezers. Attach red hots same 
way (holly berries, bell clappers, 
tree lights). Let the syrup dry. 
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they're pictured in color on page 59— use one 
or a combination of trims. Bake and cool the cookies before decorating. A 
sample cooky is shown below to illustrate each type of trim.

For sugar designs as on the bells 
tied with ribbon or the bands across 
tree balls, have glazed cookies al- 
most dry; draw pattern with tooth- 
pick.

(For fine lines, as ribs of holly 
leaves, use toothpick to apply syr- 
up.) Sprinkle painted areas with 
sugar (guide it from piece of paper 
with a fold for “‘spout’’). 


For 
gumdrop trims 


Roll out gumdrops or jelly strings 
between sheets of waxed paper— 
sprinkle sugar over bottom sheet of 
waxed paper and top of candy. 
Make cardboard patterns and cut 
around with tip of paring knife or 
scissors (bell trims, lower right) ; or 
use tiny cutters (stars on tree, top 
center). Fasten to cookies with a 
little light corn syrup.

Add sufficient top milk or cream 
to 2 cups sifted confectioners’ sugar 
to make of the consistency you 
need. Tint with few drops food 
coloring if you like. For a cooky

came aboard and asked us to sur- 
render our passports. The big ques- 
tion: When do we get them back? 
As it turned out, the passports were 
returned after we went through the 
somewhat long process of claiming 


luggage and getting credentials 
stamped. The big surprise of the 
day—not a single bag was opened 


or examined 


As I got off the plane, my first 
look at this amazing country of 
contrasts revealed six huge, hand- 
some, glistening white Aeroflot jets 
all standing in a row—as if on dis- 
play. My second look: A crew of 
coveralled Russian women scurry- 
ing to the plane with ladders, then 
climbing aboard to polish the 
wings, propellers, and exhausts 

Waiting for us at the airport was 
one of the Exhibition’s American 
station wagons—surrounded by 
Russians, busily examining it from 
hood to tail. Two Russian men 
were inside—studying the controls, 
radio, and upholstery. ‘This hap- 
pened wherever the Russians saw 
an American car. They loved them! 
Ihe auto display at the Exhibition 
was always crowded and voted one 
of the favorites. I asked one of the 
many Russians I talked to what he 
especially liked about these cars, 
and he replied, ‘The long, low de- 
sign—and the pretty colors,” Soviet 
cars have the round, stubby look 
of our 1940 models. They’re also 
very expensive. The cheapest runs 
about 25,000 about 
$2,500 at the tourist exchange rate 
of 10 rubles to one American dol- 
lar. Needless to the worket 
who averages somewhere between 
700 and 1,000 rubles per month 
can scarcely afford an auto 

Ihe 45-minute ride into Mosco » 
on the new asphalt, double-lane 
highway was flat and uninteresting 

mostly fields with occasional 
small, single-road villages. We 
passed several highway crews where 
women “‘manned”’ steam rollers, 
shoveled and slushed hot asphalt 
with surprising ease. (Did I say I 
was glad to be an American!) 

Just outside Moscow, we saw 
many new apartment buildings 
some under construction. All were 
in that characteristic, bulky, blocky 
Stalin architecture. These seven- 
and eight-story buildings looked 
immense; yet when I had a chance 
to get up close, I noticed that the 
buildings were largely facades 
being only one or two rooms deep. 
Che ground level was lined with 
shops and cafeterias. Apartments 
usually had one or two rooms per 
family. Often, a grandparent or 
two were included in the family 
unit 

Che sweep into Moscow was im- 
pressive I he streets were wide and 
clean, Here and there we saw little 
parks, polka-dotted with neat, col- 
orful flower gardens. Our skyscrap- 
er hotel stood majestically in all its 
Gothic glory 

Checking into the hotel was an- 
other drawn-out affair—an hour 
and a half. The amazing thing is

that there was no big rush of peo- 
ple—only eight or ten of us. And 
again, the uneasy feeling of giving 
up our passports—this time for 
three or four days. 

Though impressive from afar, a 
close look at the exterior of our ho- 
tel showed a slight waviness in the 
way the blocks were laid. And lots 
of crumbly mortar. I surmised that 
the hotel was about 25 to 30 years 
old. My biggest shock: When I was 
told the hotel was actually only 
2% years old! 

I soon discovered that the new 
apartments had the same short- 
comings. If this is to be the type of 
construction used for those thou- 
sands of apartment buildings Mr. 
Khrushchev boasted of on his re- 
cent visit, I feel genuinely sorry for 
all those Russian families who have 
been promised improved housing. 

The Exhibition site at Sokolniki 
Park was most impressive. The 
main pavillion was a gold alumi- 
num geodesic dome, situated at 
the end of a long, wide walk. Be- 
hind the dome was the fan-shaped 
glass pavillion that housed the ma- 
jority of displays, furnishings, ap- 


pliances—and also our Miracle 
Kitchen.

ally. That first week was a terror 
trying to rehearse, adjust to strange 
customs, fight the crowds, heat, 
and noise, adjust to the 1% to 2- 
hour waits in restaurants for even 
the simplest meal. And then, there 
was the choking concrete dust! 
Thousands of shuffing feet soon 
wore the inferior Russian concrete 
floors to a powder that filled the 
air. This lasted almost two weeks. 
Finally asphalt was poured over 
concrete to remedy the problem. 
We gave 40 ten-minute demon- 
strations of the Miracle Kitchen 
daily. Four American girls assisted 
me, all Russian-speaking. One of 
them was my sister, Tannie Man- 
del, a schoolteacher in Salinas, 
California. The other girls were 
Marie de Gunzburg, a student 
from the Russian Institute of Co- 


lumbia University in New York; 
Vera Garthoff from Washington, 
D.C., who is a homemaker and the 
wife of one of Vice-president Nix- 
on’s advisers on Soviet affairs; and 
Anne Varakin from San Francisco 
who is not only the mother of three 
children, but also an attorney. 

Highlight of our demonstrating 
activities was when my sister, Tan- 
nie, and I gave a preview demon- 
stration of the Miracle Kitchen for 
Premier Khrushchev and Vice- 
president Nixon. As I looked out 
in front of me on the viewing ramp 
and saw them deeply engrossed in 
our demonstration, I thought: 
How much better off the world 
would be if there were competition 
in appliances instead of missiles. 


During the demonstration, 
Khrushchey commented that he 
liked most of the Miracle Kitchen’s 
unusual appliances and devices ex- 
cept the self-propelled, electronic 
floor cleaner. He said he thought 
women should still get down on 
their hands and knees and scrub 
the floor. At this point Nixon said, 
“TI know there’s been much evi- 
dence today (the day of the big de- 
bates between the two) that you 
and I don’t agree on many things. 
But I’m sure you'll agree that if we 
can do something to eliminate the 
drudgery for our people so that 
they can do more _ productive 
things, then we have accomplished 
something good.” 

Khrushchev studied Nixon a 
moment and (probably for the 
first time) agreed, ‘Yes, I guess 
maybe you’re right.”’ 

The Russian words for Miracle 
Kitchen are ““Choodo Kuhnya.” 
And these appeared in large letters 
above our kitchen. As the people 
walked on to the ramp, they would 
read the words and invariably re- 
peated them aloud so that the 
blend of these words soon sounded 
like a fast-moving train—“‘Choodo 
Kuhnya, Choodo Kuhnya, Choo- 
do Kuhnya.” 


; 

hen we weren’t demonstrat- 
ing, we mingled with the audience 
to answer questions. Questions, 
questions, questions! Usually they 
started with, ‘““Where did you learn 
Russian? What year did your par- 
ents go to the United States?” (The 
last question was to find out

whether it was before or after the 
revolution !) 

Then the questions went to, “Do 
you still have relatives here? Where 
do they live? Where do your: par- 
ents live? Would you like to livé in 
the Soviet Union? What does your 
father do and how much does he 
earn? Do your parents still consid- 
er themselves to be Russian citi- 
zens? Do you consider yourself an 
American citizen?”’ For some rea- 
son, many of the people seemed to 
believe that once you were a Rus- 
sian or had some Russian blood, 
you were a Russian forever. 


No matter where we went, an 
American drew a crowd. A warm 
smile and a pleasant greeting were 
quickly returned. But we also had 
to be on our toes at all times—espe- 
cially when dealing with a subject 
as serious and misunderstood as 
Negro segregation. (This inciden- 
tally was one of the Russians’ fa- 
vorite problem questions.) The 
Soviet press has led the people to 
believe that there are hundreds of 
Negro lynchings yearly—that this 
especially characterizes the Little 
Rock problem. What to say? I per- 
sonally didn’t duck the issue. I’d try 
to give straightforward answers, 
explaining that the problem of seg- 
regation was indeed still very much 
with us. I’d also point out that our 
government recently passed anti- 


“segregation school laws, and that 


though slow to work in some area§. 
there were many that accepted th 
laws without incident or resist- 
ance. Often, personal experience 
helped to dispel misinformation. 
For instance, when asked, “Can a 
Negro get the same education as a 
white person?” I'd relate my school 
days in Argo, Illinois, explaining 
that there were Negroes in prac- 
tically all my classes starting with 
grade school—that there was ran- 
dom seating, single facilities for 
both white and colored, that the 
Negro student heard the same les- 
sons from the same teachers, at the 
same time as I did. This truly 
amazed the Russians. Their press 
didn’t bother to give this side of 
the story when they talked about 
segregation. 

Chis, incidentally, gave me a 
chance to suggest that maybe all of 
us would have a better understand- 
ing of each other if there were a 
freer exchange of newspapers and 
magazines between our countries. 
The Russians were surprised to 
learn that we could get their Prav- 
da and Izvestia in the United 
States. Once when I suggested we 
have a free flow of news, a woman 
answered, “But we do have Amer- 
ican papers in Moscow.”’ I said I’d 
been there four weeks and hadn’t 
been able to find a single Ameri- 
can paper. “Well,” she said, 
“there’s The Daily Worker and 
Moscow News.” (These are, as you 
know, publications for the Com- 
munist party.) She couldn’t be 
serious, I thought. But she was! | 
tried to explain that just because a 
paper was printed in English, it 
wasn’t necessarily American. She 
‘expressed genuine surprise. 

In the 414 weeks I spent in the 
Soviet Union, each day I found 
more and more reason to rejoice in 
being an American. For instance,

consumer goods (or creature com- 
forts if you prefer) are poor in qual- 
ity, very expensive, and hard to 
get. We met one young Russian 
who was a professional photog- 
rapher and earned about 4,000 ru- 
bles ($400) per month, which is an 
unusually good salary by Russian 
standards. Yet, he, his wife, and 
young son could only. get a one- 
room apartment 

There is very little refrigeration 
so Russian homemakers have to 
shop daily. No, there are no super- 
markets! Housewives make sepa- 
rate stops at the meat and fish 
store, the milk store, fruit and veg- 
etable shop, the bakery. And wrap- 
ping paper and bags are almost 
nonexistent. The Russian shopper 
carries a Jarge handbag or fishnet- 
like bag where all her purchases are 
heaped. 

Standardized butchering and 
meat cutting, as we know them, are 
not pone in the Soviet Union. 
Meat is actually hacked off every 
which way. Why, I don’t know. It 
can’t be that secret or complicated. 
But this and other services in the 
Soviet Union are still handled 
crudely, Yet, these paradoxical 
people have the know-how to send 
up the first sputnik, reach the 
moon, and so on, Under commu- 
nism, it’s all a matter of priority! 

At the end of four weeks, I con- 
cluded that Soviet restrictions on

its citizens were numerous and 
complicated. 

Did you know, for instance, that 
a Soviet citizen needs a passport to 
travel in his own country? This is in 
addition to papers and credentials 
he must have from local officials in 
his town or village. 

Our luggage was definitely in- 
spected from time to time. This, of 
course, was evident in the way our 
things were rearranged. 

Mail was also opened and read. 
No effort was made to disguise 
this; different glue was used to re- 
seal the envelopes. 

As members of the Exhibition, 
we were granted official status in 
Moscow and didn’t have to go 
through Intourist, the official state 
travel agency. Perhaps this ex- 
plained our close guard. I must say, 
however, that we were free to go 
where we wanted in Moscow. 

The Soviets boast of 100 per 
cent employment. Yet, much of 
this is disguised employment—with 
six, seven, or eight people doing 
some small job that one person 
could easily handle. This was espe- 
cially evident in the Intourist of- 
fice. To take a one-day trip to 
Leningrad, it took me a total of 
3% hours at four different sessions 
to make the necessary arrange- 
ments—going from one desk to an- 
other desk to still other desks: The 


man behind one desk set the In- 


tourist wheels in motion, then the 
girl at another desk took my name 
and money for transportation tick- 
ets (writing all down in a big ledg- 
er—no alphabetizing or system), 
then I had to go to the money ex- 
change desk to get exactly the 
right change because Intourist 
couldn’t return change, then to the 
desk where I applied for a visa, 
then to another desk to arrange for 
a car to take me to the airport, and 
then to still another desk to get my 
meal coupons. And so on and on! 
With all these processes and hu- 
man nature being what it is, there 
were, of course, many mistakes and 
much confusion. 

Tickets to our Exhibition were 
coveted. Many people complained 
that they couldn’t get them and 
would ask, ‘“‘Why don’t you Amer- 
icans release more tickets?’’ The 
truth of the matter was that the 
Soviet government controlled the 
distribution of tickets, allotting 
them by quota to various indus- 
tries. These tickets were then given 
to the leaders and best workers 
first. Toward the end of the Exhi- 
bition’s six weeks, the tickets did 
work down to the “average Soviet 
worker.” 

Was the Exhibition a success? 
Yes, I definitely think so. For one 
thing, our government bent over 
backwards to make this an authen- 
tic display of how we live, what 
goods are available, and so forth. 
As Associate Editor (of kitchens 
and equipment) at Better Homes & 
Gardens, ve done a great deal of 
traveling and scouting of homes 
throughout the United States. I’ve 


seen what has been done and what 
is being done in home building and 
remodeling. The appliances, fur- 
nishings, autos, model home, and 
other equipment and displays 
shown at the Exhibition were fair 
and accurate examples of what 
people across the country are buy- 
ing and building today. 

Then too, this was the first time 
many Russians had a good look at 
the “outside world’’—America. 
I’m sure many of the Russian peo- 
ple went away questioning some 
of the things they’ve been told by 
the Soviet press—contradictions of 
what they, the people, saw and 
heard for themselves. There were 
too many authentic displays of the 
American way of life for it to have 
been a put up job—and too many 
Americans with such a variety of 
answers and opinions. No party 
line here! 

As you can imagine, I’m all for 
exchange exhibitions—not only 
with Russia, but other countries: 
India, Iran, Egypt, Yugoslavia, 
Poland, Australia, Finland. We 
can learn a great deal from these 
countries—and they from us. And 
what better way is there to build 
understanding among countries 
than on the people-to-people level?

Some stores ruin Christmas by 
insisting Santa show a profit. The 
signs posted along the line of march 
indicate pretty clearly what’s up. 
“Give your child the thrill of re- 
ceiving a surprise package right 
from Santa—$1, $2 & $3.” Not 
that he'll be sent on his way empty 
handed if you don’t kick in, he'll 
get a penny whistle or an old piece 
of bubble gum. 

“Capture a magic moment of 
Christmas in gorgeous color. Have 
your child’s picture taken with 
Santa—$2 up.”’ You don’t have to 
have a picture taken, but as your 
turn approaches you can’t help 
noticing that the kids who do, get 
the full treatment (‘‘Well, aren't 
you a pretty little girl!’’. . . etc.) 
while the kids who don’t, have to 
be satisfied with a quick ‘Ho! Ho!” 

Not all Santa Clauses are fu- 
turistic, traumatic, or over-com- 
mercialized. Happily, there are 
still lots of stores that really believe 
in Santa Claus and give him the 
kind of setting he deserves—a cozy, 
glowing room; far from the mad- 
dening toy department. The great 
man himself wears a lovely crimson 
suit trimmed with the fleeciest 
fleece obtainable, and he has beau- 
tiful silky white whiskers that tickle 
a little when he leans down to ask 
you what you want. And he doesn’t 
make you sit on his lap unless you 
want to! And he really /istens when 
you tell him what you want. And 
your Mommy can go in with you. 

Another sure way to clobber 
Christmas is to let the job of assem- 
bling Junior’s toys go until the very 
last minute. 

“What's the big deal?” Daddy 
wants to know. “I'll put the stuff 
together Christmas Eve after Jun- 
ior goes to bed. How long can it 
take me to put a bike and a couple 
other toys together?”’ 

Well, it depends. If the bike as-

sembly job goes smoothly and the 
other toys are fairly simple, Dad 
ought to have the job done before 
midnight.

While it’s not necessary to do a 
dry-run assembly on all knocked- 
down toys, you should familiarize 
yourself with their plans and in- 
structions. A wee hour of Christ- 
mas morn is no time to start trying 
to figure out the meaning of “In- 
sert gun tub tabs (37A) into gun 
tub tab seats (37B) being careful 
not to get cement on sides of gun 
tub tab seats. Indeed, the 
Christmas spanking, administered 
Christmas night by an exhausted 
overwrought father who got to bed 
at 3:30 a.m. to an exhausted, over- 
wrought child who got up at 4:30 
a.m., has become almost as firm a 
tradition as the Christmas tree. 
Nor is it just “‘easy-to-assemble” 
toys that should be checked. Is the 
lever on the Automatic Burpgun 
next to impossible to cock? Cock it 
47 times. It'll ease up. You'll have

47 very loud ““BU-R-R-R-P’’s left 
over, but that’s life. Does Betsy’s 
new doll do whatever it’s supposed 
to do? Did a needle valve come 
with the football? How about a new 
ball to go with the new six-fingered 
fielder’s glove your Little Leaguer’s 
getting? You don’t expect him to 
have his Christmas catch with that 
miserable taped-up old bomb he 
saved from last year, do you? (Yes, 
we said six-fingered. The ball 
glove industry seems to have caught 
onto the idea of forced obsolescence 
—the new style glove has an extra 
finger where webbing used to be.) 

Need it be pointed out that all 
electrical toys should be thorough- 
ly tested? There are few things 
more ruinous to Christmas than a 
Big John Robot that won’t amble 
inexorably forward (when you 
press the little button), an Inter- 
Space Communicator Set that will 
not bring in a near star, or a 
quiz game which does not go 
“BZ-Z-Z-T! when you hook up 
“Highest point in North America” 
with ““Mount McKinley.” 

Progress note: We've reached a 
point now when it’s possible to ut- 
terly ruin Christmas simply by for- 
getting that batteries don’t come 
with the toys.

So be sure you 
have enough batteries. Lay in a 
supply of extras grandparents 
and great aunts and uncles are apt 
to be innocent about such things. 

At the risk of seeming ungracious 
we might go on to say that some 
grandparents and aunts and uncles 
are quite innocent, also, as to what 
constitutes an appropriate Christ- 
mas gift. Uncle Ned is a prime ex- 
ample. Uncle Ned is wonderfully 
sweet and generous, but some- 
where along the line he seems to 
have gotten the idea that Junior is 
about five years older than he is. 
But, things are starting to work 
out.

Rolling-twister is easy, fun to ride
